1:1-6, “Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly, nor standeth in the way of 
sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful. but ves delight is in the law 
of tne Lord; afc in his law doth he 
meditare cay and night. And he shall 
be me a wee pranred by we rivers of 
water, that bringeth forth his fruit in 
his season; his leaf aiso shall not 
wither; and whatsoever he doeth shall 
prosper; The ungodly are not so: but 
are like the chaff which the wind driv- 
eth away. Tnererure the ungodly shall 
not stand in the judgment, nor sinners 
in the congregation of the righteous. 
For the Lord knoweth the way oi the 
righteous: but the way of the ungoaly 
shall perish.” 

THE BLESSED MAN 

First, he should not take his counsel 
from the ungodly. it is a dangerous 
thing to counsel with those who are 
not godiy, especially in regard to our 
spiritual life. By su doing we stand in 
the way of sinners. ‘Those who are 
righteous should be careful about their 
lives for the sinners are watching and 
the least little thing that is wrong 
might turn them away.

It should be a divine reproof to 
the lost and disobedient for his de 
light is in the law of the Lord. How 
delightful it is to meuitate on the laws 
of God. The Word says, “I will keep 
him in periect peace whose mind is 
stayed on the Lord.” If we want per- 
fect peace in our hearts and want to 
be alert to every good work, we should 
meditate on the Word of God contin- 
ually. “In his law doth he meditate 
day and nigit.” While we work, travel, 
preach, or pray we should continue to 
meditate on the laws of God. 

“He shall be like a tree planted by 
the rivers of water.” The Bible speaks 
of the cedar tree and the oak tree. It 
says the voice of the Lord breaketh 
or bringeth down the high tree and 
exalteth the low tree.

If this blessed 
man is planted by the rivers of water, 
he will bring forth his fruit in his sea- 
son and his leaf shall also not wither. 
The fruit-bearing Christian has love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness. 
goodliess, meekness, and temperance. 
“Thou visitest the earth, and wateresi 
it: thou greatly enrichést it with the 
river of God, which is full of water: 
thou preparest them corn, when thou 
has so provided for it. Thou waterest 


the ridges thereof abundantly; thou 
gettlest the furrows thereof: thou 
makest it soft with showers: thou 


blessest the springing thereof; Thou 
crownest the year with thy goodness: 
and thy patns drep fatness.” Ps. 65:9, 
10, 11. This river and its overflowing 
can be applied to the great outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost in the time in which 
we live. It is the pleasure of each

A man is no. stronger than 
his weakest place. If you find that you 
haven’t longsuffering you ought to 
fortify right there and put on charity 


‘which will bring you this blessing. 


Gentleness when opposed. This is 
another test. At a time like this if we 
will just step and pray and_ think 
prayerfully, God will give us_ that 
sweet gentle spirit that will put to 
flight the enemy and bring a thousand 
blessings to our souls. Truly our cup 
will run over. 

Goodness in time of need. I have no- 
ticed that many people in times of 
need fail to be humble, dependable, 
and prayerful. It has been a real in- 
spiration to me to see, as I have look- 
ed on those who were in need, how 
they would pray and have that sweet 
calm, gentle look on their faces. We 
can truly sing, “Oh, what a Blessing 
He is to me.” 

Faith in sickness. Thousands have 
been able to trust God to the end, 
while thousands have been healed and 
are living to testify. Maybe some 
have failed, but I am not caring to 
taik about them now, we are talking 
about the blessed man. I am sure the

The next characters of whom I shall 
briefly speak are Ahab and_ his 
wife Jezebel. The narration runs 
as follows: In those times there was 
a Jezreelite whose name was Naboth. 
There was also this man, Ahab. This 
man Naboth possessed a vineyard that 
this man Ahab desired. Having wish- 
ed for his vineyard, he offered him the 
value of it in money or some other 
offer if it suited Naboth better, but 
this vineyard that he was in possess- 
ion of was given unto him by his 
father as an inheritance, hence he did 
not want to get rid of his vineyard, 
therefore he went into his house dis- 
pleased and spent some time in fast- 
ing. Jezebel, his wife, came in and ask- 
ed him why was his spirit so sad that 
he would not eat bread? He proceed- 
ed by saying that he had desired to 
purchase Naboth’s vineyard or make 
some change with his vineyard for 
his, but Naboth would not agree to 
either proposition. Wien Jezebel heard 
this, her hard spirit was disquieted 
toward Naboth and this is what she 
advised, “Dost thou govern the king- 
dom of Israel? Arise and eat bread, 
let thine heart be merry. I will give 
thee the vineyard of Naboth, the Jez- 
reelite.” So she wrote letters in Ahab’s

“And all Judah rejoiced at the oath. 
for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their whole 
desire; and he was found of them: 
and the Lord gave them rest round 
about.” 2 Chron. 15:15. 

In this particular text we are deal- 
ing not with the desire of an indivi- 
dual, but with a nation’s desire, called 
Judah, consisting of about two of the 
twelve tribes of Israel. A nation is 
made up of a number of individuals; 
therefore, tne nation’s desire must be 
the desire of each of its individuals. 
Prior to this event recorded in this 
chapter, the kingdom of Judah had 
gone astray from God. The prophet 
said there was no priest to teach God’s 
law. Trouble was in all the land: 
Nation against nation, city against 
city, the oppressor was warring 
against Judah. And no wonder Judah 
was being oppressed, they had fallen 
into idolatry. In the midst of Judah’s 
trouble God raised up a man, Asa, to 
be king of Judah. King Asa was with 
God and God was with him. He went 
to battle against Judah’s enemies, 
winning great victories for God’s peo- 
ple. 

When the people saw that God was 
with Asa they gathered to him. About 
the time Asa was ridding the land of 
idols, the people’s hearts were melting 
toward God. Feeling like repenting 
then, were they not? Perhaps someone 
said, “King Asa, let us make a cove- 
nant that we seek God with all our 
heart.” I hear them all with a voice 
as of one man say, “Amen.” So they 
made a covenant that they would seek 
the Lord with all their heart, and that 
if any man or woman, great or small, 
cid not seek the Lord they should be 
put to death. They confirmed their 
covenant unto God by an altar. All the 
people rejoiced greatly. Say, it looks 
to me like a reformation and revival. 


The text says they, Judah, sought 
God with their whole desire. There 
was no desire left for idols, neither 


any of the world (heathen nations), 
Ror for the sons or daughters of the 
uncircumcised Philistines and Egyp- 
tians (sinners) in matrimony. I want 
you to notice right here that it was 
the wise man’s desire for heathen or 
worldly women that caused his down- 
fall, 

When Judah sought God with all 
their heart there was a good result. 
ist, They were found of God. What 
more could one ask for than to have 
God hear his prayers and cause His 
face to shine upon him. 2d, The Lord 
gave them rest round about. Rest 
from war with their enemies, rest and 
satisfaction for their hungry souls. 
Now what was the reward of Judah’s 
whole soul seeking desire unto God? 
They found Him and He gave them 
rest. 

In my own life I try to pursue my 
desires and certainly it is so with oth- 
er lives. If the desire is good, it is 
good to follow the desire; if otherwise, 
then there is power in the blood of 
Christ to crucify the desire. Jesus 
said, ‘“‘Where your treasure is there
